An error in the weight of a shot thrown by a 


shot putter in a British track meet inadvertently led 


physicists to a rather startling discovery. In calculat­ 


ing how far the shot

I he results, while not particularly astounding, 


do merit some consideration. 
It was found that the

put ter in a central zone would have an advantage of

ounce over one in the northern or 


southern zones. 
I he scientists figure this would mean 


a difference of some 2 6 inches.
